houses of the Kentucky general assem­ 
bly ratified the proposed prohibition 
amendment to the federal Constitution. 
Passage of the prohibition resolu­ 
tion by congress a few weeks ago 
was followed almost immediately by 
ratification in Mississippi.

A majority of the trades’ union lend­ 
ers virtually agreed to co-operate with 
the government in this combing-out 
process, but the shop stewards of the 
engineering and shipbuilding industries 
have not yet given their adherence to 
the proposal. 
They refuse to accept any agreement 
made between the government and 
the trades’ union officials and demand 
immediate conscription of wealth and 
adequate provision for war victims.

U-53 Sank Six Vessels. 
The German submarine 
U-53 ap­ 
peared suddenly in the harbor 
New­ 
port, R. I., on the afternoon <u* Octo­ 
ber 7, 1910. 
She anchored in Xarra- 
gnnsett bay for three hours, during 
which time visitors went aboard and 
shore boats plied back and forth sev­ 
eral times. 
The commander of the tvessel, Capt. 
Hans Rose, said he needed neither fin'T 
nor provisions, but had come into port 
to send some mail to Ambassador von 
Bernstorff. 
Leaving Narrangansett bay late in 
the afternoon, the U-53 appeared the 
next morning off Nantucket lightship 
and during the day in that vicinity 
sank four British, one Dutch and one 
Norwegian 
steamships. 
Among 
th«* 
British vessels sunk was the small Red 
Cross line passenger steamship Stepha­ 
na. 
The survivors of these vessels 
were picked up by United States de­ 
stro y e rs, which were rushed from New­ 
port. 
The raider then disappeared and re­ 
cently was reported as being a captive 
in a French port.

Indiana, Illinois, W Is 
consin. M in n e s o ta , Town, — Nebraska. 
North and South Dakota. 
B u t little corn of the 1916 crop is 
available and adapted seed 
can not 
be had from other sections. In 
this 
emergency the seed stock committee 
of tho United States Department 
of 
Agriculture urges the farmers not. to 
overlook any possible source of sup­ 
ply. It points out that on many farms 
in the states where seed corn is very 
scarce it is still possible to find some 
sound ears which ahotld be saved for 
seed. In some cases, however, 
this 
sound corn is being fed because tbe 
owners do not realize its value nor 
the need for it. They have been aeons 
tomed to planting much better corn 
and have not stopped to consider that 
every bushel of seed corn they 
feed 
now would, if planted, produce 
a 
hundred or even two hundred bush­ 
els next year.

From > *.o 1 ' ker­ 
nels from different parts of each ear

or nearly all dead kernels should be 
discarded. The remaining ears should 
then be shelled by hand and the grain

discarding all the kernels in which 
the germs appear to be dead.

Daniel Willard Says He Wants 
Men to Do Things. 


W ar Industries Chief No Longer for 


Munitions Minister— Would Give 


Baker’ s Pla n Tryout. 


Washington, Jan. 15.—Daniel W il­ 
lard, chairman of the war industries 
board, testified in the senate military 
committee’s war inquiry tlmt he had 
advocated creation of a government 
minister of munitions, but now he was 
in favor of trying out the new war de­ 
partment reorganization. 
Mr. W illard reminded the committee 
that when the advisory commission of 
the council of national defense was or­ 
ganized it was regarded as a peace or­ 
ganization, formed to secure industrial 
information for use in case of war. 
“ We don’t want advisors any more, 
but we want men to do things,” said 
Willard as he explained that the most 
of these volunteers were men who had 
given merely their time in an ad­ 
visory capacity. 
He landed the work 
of Frank A. Vanderlip, Dernurd Ba­ 
ruch, John A*. R.vau and others, hot 
added: 
“ I don’t believe that we should any 
longer put these men in the critical po­ 
sition of dealing with themselves. 
“ I want to say here,” added W il­ 
lard, “ J have yet to run across a single 
individual who has caused me to doubt 
Lis honesty by any word or by any 
deed. 1 think ihat the government has 
been honorably and wel? served by 
these volunteers. I think we have done 
pretty well up to date but now we 
should do better. 
“ It is advisable, I believe, of course, 
in the future to have the aid o f these 
big men. 
It 1 ms been said that one 
of the great advantages of a democ­ 
racy is that it gives a chance f o r indi­ 
viduals. 
If democracy develops indi­ 
viduals then that individual is one of 
its biggest assets, but if in time of war 
we don’t use these individuals, then of 
what use is your democracy?” 
The council of national defense has 
been of great service to the govern­ 
ment, Willard testified.

SAVE ART TREASURE 


NATION WAS FULLY ALIVE TO 
RESPONSIBILITIES AS 
GUARDIAN. 


London— The work of the Italian 
authorities in preserving Italy’s art 
treasures against bombardment was 
described by Maj. Sir F. de Filippi 
in a lecture before the Royal academy 
here recently. 
“ Italy has been fully alive to her 
responsibility for the art of which she 
is the guardian,” said the lecturer, 
“ and has spared nothing in her en­ 
deavor to protect her cities and their 
treasures. 
In Venetian, Lombardian 
and Tuscan towns I saw whole build­ 
ings wrapped up. 
Outdoor monu­ 
ments are often completely enclosed 
in what look like big dog kennels. 
In many cases new masonry has been 
put in to strengthen historic struc­ 
tures. and elaborate systems of drain­ 
age have been installed to further 
reinforce the natural strength of the 
buildings. 
“ Bags of seaweed, very light and 
elastic, have been extensively and 
successfully used in Venice for St. 
Mark's and other buildings. Bronzes, 
pictures and small monuments have 
been removed 
in colossal packing 
packing cases and taken to places of 
security. 
The buildings themselves 
have been sandbagged without and 
within, and every monument or ar- 


chitectural 
masterpiece 
separately 
shrouded. 
“ Venice has presented a difficult 
problem because of the soft soil on 
which it is built, making heavy ma­ 
sonry 
protection 
often 
impossible. 
One of the most difficult pieces of 
protective work done was the removal 
of Titian’s great Assumption, a part 
of the wall of the Accademia having 
to be taken down to get it out. 
“ Four hundred bombs have thus 
far been dropped in Venice by enemy 
airmen. 
That the number is not 
much larger is due to the superb de­ 
fensive work of the Italian airmen.” 


SALVAGE SCHEME 
TO SAVE GREATLY 


London— A huge scheme of salvage 
which 
is 
expected 
to 
save 
Great 
Britain $500,000,000 a year, is about 
to be put into operation under a 
board of twelve army experts, iOF 
purpose of collecting and bringing 
back from France the whole of the 
war m aterial that has been lying 
there unused or half used, and re­ 
making it for the army. 
In this fash­ 
ion enormous quantities of copper, 
steel and various commodities, which 
otherwise would need to be brought 
from the United States, w ill be made 
available, effecting a large saving in 
tonnage. 
There are dumps in France so ex­ 
tensive that it will take a thousand 
men weeks to remove them. 
The 
task w ill be undertaken systematic- 
; ally and spread over a period long 
1 enough to avoid any strain on labor 
at the front.

A high-water mark has been reached 
this winter in price of poultry prod­ 
ucts, especially eggs. This phenomenal 
price has caused hundreds of poultry- 
men to put forth an extra effort to in­ 
crease their egg production, writes C. 
S. Anderson of the Colorado Agricul­ 
tural college. In the majority of cases 
this effort has not brought the desired 
result, and here is the one big reason 
—the pullets being forced did not have 
the maturity and age necessary for 
winter laying. 
Their feed, care and 
housing may have been above question, 
but their handicap of being hatched 
late could not be overcome. 
The spring is the normal season of 
the year for hens to lay, and if they 
lay liberally, then they cannot be 
forced to heavy production in the win­ 
ter. 
The fall and winter is nature’s 
natural resting period. 
For this rea- 
son world-breaking records cun never 
be expected from young hens. 
Pullets will always he the main force 
in producing winter eggs. 
As in the 
case of the hen, however, winter lay­ 
ing is not natural, and their tendency 
toward spring laying must be offset by 
hatching them early enough to reach 
the degree of growth and maturity 
necessary for egg production in the 
fall. 
Pullets that have not sufficient 
development to begin laying before the 
severe winter weather starts will al­ 
most invariably not lay before Feb­ 
ruary or March. 
Many of the puzzling problems that 
confronted the poultryraen this winter 
will be avoided next year if the batch­ 
ing is done three weeks to a month 
earlier. It should be remembered that 
the time of the year the eggs are laid 
is far more Important than the number 
laid.

The first woman adm itted In the 
Eoole Medicine, the famous P aris medi­ 
cal college, also the first to become a 
m em ber of the New York Academy of 
Medicine, w as Dr. Mary Putnam J a ­ 
cobi, who w as horn in London 75 y ears 
ago, say s an ex change. 
She was the 
daughter of ’ George P. Putnam , the 
New York p ublisher, and studied in 
several American schools before tak­ 
ing her degree in Paris in 
187-1.

Roll of British Military 
Heroes Includes Names of 
Scores of Canadian Birth 


While the conflict in South Africa 
m arked the beginning of C anada’s of­ 
ficial p articip ation in foreign w ars of 
the m other country , individual C ana­ 
dians have won fam e In p ractically 
every struggle in more than a century . 
The roll of B ritish m ilitary heroes in­ 
cludes the nam es of scores of men of 
C anadian birth. One of the greatest of 
these w as Gen. Sir W illiam Fenwick 
W illiams, who gained renown us ‘The 
hero of K ars.” 
The defense of K ars in Armenia by 
G eneral W illiam s during the Crimean 
w ar w as a gallant ex p loit. G reat B rit­ 
ain, France and Turkey were then al­ 
lies, op p osing Russia. 
General Wil­ 
liams, with 15.000 men, w as shut up in 
K ars by a R ussian arm y of 40,(XX) in­ 
fantry and 10,(XX) cavalry , commanded 
by General Murnvieff. 
The siege com­ 
menced June 18, 1855, and continued 
until November 28. 
The defenders 
had p rovisions sufficient to last three 
m onths, hut am m unition enough for 
only three day s of fighting, but Gen­ 
eral W illiams was determ ined to hold 
the p lace. 
W hen their sup p lies had 
been alm ost ex hausted and after suf­ 
fering terribly from the ravages of 
cholera, General M uravieff decided the 
tim e had come to attack the sorely 
tried garrison and ordered an assault. 
Feeble as they were, the defenders <xf 
K ars beat back the Russians. 
M ura­ 
vieff then determ ined up on a p olicy of 
w atchful w aiting and. afte r a month 
more of starvation, G eneral W illiams 
cap itulated. 
He was m ade a baronet, with the 
title of Sir W illiam Fenw ick W illiams 
of K ars und granted a liberal p ension.
